3. The application does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT, because claim 5 is not 
clear. The feature of claim 5, "wherein X = P or A", Is not referred to in the description. 
Claim 5 is therefore not supported by the description as required by Article 6 PCT. 
Furthermore, the scope of claim 5 is broader than justified by the description, especially 
the Examples, which do not refer to the tripeptides APP and PPP. 
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
